WHEREAS it appears to this Affembly, that 
in the year, one thoufand eight hundred and

An act laying a tax of three cents per acre 
on the town of Newark, for the purpofes 
therein mentioned. ; 

- SECTION I. 

ET is hereby enacted. by the General Afet- 

bly of the State of Vermont, That there-be,
